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LOS ANGELES IS IGNORED. 


Not a Cent Recommended for Submarine 
Base by House Naval Committee. | 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—Log 
Angeles gets not even one red cent 
for the submarine base at its har- 
bor. When the Naval Committee 
of the House reports the naval ap- 
propriations bill tomorrow Los An- 
geles will be completely ignored and 
all the recommendations of naval 
experts, backed up in the strongest 
possible manner by Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels himself, will be 
utterly disregarded. In spite of 
the fact that Los Angeles has 
complied with all the wishes, sug- 
gestions and recommendations of 
the Navy Department regarding a 
free site, and despite the absolute 
necessity for a submarine base at 
Los Angeles as provided in the Helm 
report, confirmed by a special board 
which made an inspection during the 
year, Los Angeles is not even men- 
tioned in the appropriation bill. 
Only one other port on the Pacific 
was so poor as to be utterly ignored 
and that was Port Angeles, Wash. 
Apparently members of the House 
Naval Committee gave no heed to 
the confidential recommendations of 
the Secretary of the Navy after his 
personal inspection of Los Angeles 
Harbor. 

In striking contrast was the ex- 
penditure of money at San Diego, 
the home of Congressman Kettner, 
who also happens to be a Demo- 
erat and a member of the House 
Naval Committee—the only one 
from California. San Diego gets a 
total of $2,650,000. These figures do 
not tell the whole story, for it means 
practically all of the activities of 
the navy on the Southern Pacific 
Coast are to be concentrated at San 
Diego. These appropriations today 
are but the forerunners of many 
millions more for the development 
of San Diego. 

Of this eremendous apropriation 
$1,150,000 is for a naval fuel sta- 
tion and the development of the ma- 
rine railway. This means that prac-

INTERESTING FIND MADE BY 
OCTOGENARIAN FRIEND OF 
NOTED SLAVE. 


After having laid for nearly half 
a century hidden away under dust- 
covered books and manuscripts, an 
autographed photograph of Lewis 
G. Clark, the original George Harris 
of Harriet Beecher Stowe's Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” was brought to light 
yesterday by Wilbert Northrop, 663 
West Thirty-fourth street. So over- 
joyed was Mr. Northrop at finding 


ing, that, in spite of his 83 years, he 
walked all the way to The Times 
Bullding, a distance of about three 
miles, to make known his great dis- 
covery. 

“I knew Mrs. Stowe, personally,” 
said Mr. Northrop, “and I know she 
took all her characters and many 
scenes and events of her famous 
novel from actual life. Lewis Clark, 
upon whose life and character she 
based her fictitious character, 
George Harris, was born in Madison 
county, Kentucky, March 15, 1815. 
I knew Clark, too. His father was a 
Frenchman, who, after having 
fought in the Revolutionary Wer of 
America, married an intelligent 
mulatto woman who had deen 
emancipated by her master. One of 
the three children born of that un-

ion was 

“However, sad destiny was in 
store for Clark. The heirs of the 
slaveholder who had owned 8 
mother, overhauled the records, 
discovered a fiaw in them and a 
Kentucky court decided that she had 
never been legally emancipated. In 
such cases the father was not recog- 
niged and if the mother was a slave 
her children were placed on the auc- 
tion block for sale. The Clark chil- 
dren were thus sold at Lexington, 
Ky.” Lewis Clark was sold three 
times in the course of the years that 
followed. Once, also, he was ‘lost’ 
by his master at a card game and 
once he went to a winner in a horse 
race. The last time he was sold it 
was said that his owner, who was 
great on mint julips, had literally 
‘drunk him up.’ a 

“Clark escaped, got to Massachu- 
setts and lived in Mrs. Stowe's fam- 
fly for thirteen months. Later, he 
returned to Kentucky and helped 
one of his brothers to run away. 
Clark delivered stirring lec on 
the slavery question. I met at 
Oberlin College, near Cleveland, O., 
the city where I first met John 
Brown. Clark died in Oberlin, after
